Russia Plans 
Biggest Dam 
Across Volga 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, Aug. 22 AP)—The 
council of ministers has announced 
it intends to build within the next 
five years one of the largest hydro- 
electric power stations in the 
world. Work will start this year 

The project—much bigger than 
the great Dneiper hydo-electric 
power project which was built by 
Russia with the aid of American 
engineers—is to be constructed on 
the Volga in the Kuibyshey region 

Its anhounced purpose is, among 
other things, to furnish power to 
major cities such as Moscow 
Kuibyshev and Saratov. It will also 
provide power for further electrifi- 
cation of Soviet railways 

One of the most important func- 
tions of the Station will be to pro- 
vide water for irrigating the pro- 
ductive trans-Volga agricultura
